The first mounment to be erected on 
W est Confederate avenue by a south­ 
ern state was put in position on W ed­ 
nesday when the granite memorial to 
Hood's Brigade was raised. 
The 
e x ­ 
pense of the monument is 
borne 
by 
the T exas Division, United D aughters 
of the Confederacy, 
Mrs. 
Mabel 
M. 
B ates, chairm an. 
The mounment is of two large g ran ­ 
ite stones, placed on a heavy 
founda­ 
tion and containing a suitable inscrip­ 
tion. Hood’s Brigade was composed of 
the F irst, Fourth and Fifth T exas In­ 
fantry and the T hin: A rkansas Infan­ 
try. It was commanded by 
B rigadier 
General J. B. 
Robertson, 
father 
of 
General 
Felix 
Robertson 
who 
was 
T e x a s’ representative for the arran g e­ 
m ents 
for 
the 
fiftieth 
anniversary 
celebration. 
The new monument stands on W est 
C onfederate avenue 
near 
the 
inter­ 
section with the 
Em m itsburg 
Road. 
Its interest lies chiefly in the fact that 
it is the first memorial by the 
South 
along th at avenue, the Virginia monu­ 
m ent thus fa r having only the pedes­ 
tal erected. 
Numerous m arkers erect­ 
ed under the direction of the National 
Bark Commission show 
the 
positions 
and movements 
of 
the 
Confederate 
comm ands. 


No arrangem en ts have 
been 
made 
for the dedication of 
the 
monument 
erected W ednesday. 


W illiam E y ler, convicted of first de­ 
gree m urder in Adam s County C ourt 
and later sent to the Eastern Peniten­ 
tiary for life a fte r his 
sentence 
was 
commuted by the Board 
of 
Pardons, 
was 
on 
W ednesday 
refused 
fu rth ­ 
er consideration by th at body. 
Application 
for 
his 
pardon 
was 
made a t the instance of Rev. Kenneth , 
M. C raig, of Brooklyn, Md., form erly 
an Em m itsburg m inister, 
near which j 
town E yler resided prior to the crim e 
which cost the life of Howard 
Miller 
of Mount Jo y township. 
Mr. C raig is 
somewhat noted as a poet and an au ­ 
thor and he pleaded earnestly for E y - 
ler’s pardon, presenting a widely sign- 
en petition and letters from E yler and 
his fam ily. The prisoner, he .aid , had 
repented sincerely of his crim e, 
had 
become thoroughly 
converted 
to the 
Christian faith and was now 
one 
of 
the best prisoners in the penitentiary. 
Rev. Mr. 
C raig 
fu rther 
presented 
letters from several mission 
w orkers 
who had come in con tact with 
E y ler 
and who were sure of his 
repentance. 
Mr. C raig argued a t some length 
for 
E yler but his 
speech 
was 
followed 
immediately by a statem ent from one 
of the members of the board who had 
voted in IIH)? for the comm utation 
of 
the death sentence to 
life 
im prison­ 
m ent 
He said th at he recalled 
distinctly 
the details of the case and th at he re ­ 
garded it as one of the most horrible 
murders that had been 
comm itted 
in 
this section, and saw no reason 
why 
any pardon should be granted a t this 
time. 
John I). Keith Esq., d istrict a tto rn ­ 
ey who tried the E y ler case 
for 
the 
t'ominonwealth, presented briefly 
the 
evidence produced a t th at 
tim e 
and 
Robert E. Wible Esq. offered 
fu rth er 
objections to the granting of a pardon. 
Mr. Wible said that, prior 
to 
the 
murder of Howard Miller and the sub­ 
sequent incarceration 
of 
E y ler, 
the 
neighborhood in which E yler lived had 
been constantly in a -tate of 
e xcite­ 
ment over rowdyism and 
law 
b reak ­ 
ing. Since E y le r’s arrest the condition 
has changed and the 
place 
is 
now 
peaceful. Mr. Wible stated th at he be­ 
lieved this was due largely to the re­ 
moval of E yler as the 
disturbing 
in­ 
fluence. 
It required but a very few m inutes 
to determ ine the outcome of the case 
and 
Eyler 
still 
remains 
com m itted 
for a life term .

Benner, 
a 
well 
known resident of th at township, was 
terribly cut a t a number of 
places on 
his body and only saved 
from 
fatal 
injury’ by the stopping of the 
engine. 
The power was not shut off, however, 
before he had 
suffered 
the 
loss 
of 
three fingers from his right hand and 
the bones of the 
left 
forearm 
were 
sawed through requiring the am puta­ 
tion of that 
member. 
It 
was 
also 
found necessary to take 
off 
the 
one 
knee cap. 
Mr. Benner was 
Tarrying 
off 
the 
boards 
from 
the 
mill 
which 
had 
been started about eight o’clock to pre­ 
pare lumber for a 
shed 
which 
Mr. 
Forney is building. He had 
ju st 
ca r­ 
ried aw ay the first siar* and 
was 
re­ 
turning when, in some m anner 
th at 
has not been 
explained, 
he 
stepped 
im mediately in front of the revolving 
blade. 
The sharp 
teeth 
first 
struck 
his 
right knee, 
laceratin g 
it 
badly. 
In 
trying to save him self, 
he 
put 
his 
right hand in front of the teeth and 
three fingers were cu t 
off. 
His 
left 
arm was next cau ght, being 
cut 
a l­ 
most entirely off when the saw passed 
through both bones. 
His brother, Edw-ard Benner, rush­ 
ed to his side and Mr. Forney stopped 
the engine. These two men, with sev­ 
eral others, carried him to the house 
and Doctors ( ’rouse 
and 
Kohler, 
of 
Littlestow n and Dr. E lliott, of H arney, 
were quickly sent 
for. 
Mr. 
Benner 
bled profusely from his many wounds 
and is now greatly weakened from the 
shock and loss of blood. 
He is sixty 
years of age. 
A fter the physicians had arrived at 
the Forney home and had given pre­ 
liminary attention 
the 
injured 
man 
was removed to his home and 
there 
the left arm was am putated 
a 
short 
distance below the elbow and the knee 
cap taken off. 
Mr. Benner is one of the most widely 
known farm ers of Mount Joy township 
and the news of his m isfortune spreud 
rapidly. 
His 
large 
circle of friends 
and acquaintances tru st th at he 
may 
recover speedily.
